THE NEW DEFICIENCY BILL. 


The Senate Passes It in Less Than 
Three-Quarters of an Hour. 


Washington, June %—The senate passed 
the new general deficiency bill today in 
less than three-quarters of an hour. Or- 
dinarily, a bill of. 130 printed pages would 
have taxed the powers of the reading 
clerk -for at least two hours, but the 
reading of this bill was completed in 
half an hour. An attempt was made by 
Mr. Harris, of Tennessee, to have the 
claims under the Bowman act, aggregat- 
ing about $500,000, placed in the bill, but 
they were ruled out on a point of order, 
and the bill was promptly passed without 
amendment. 

A formal conference report was made on 
the postoffice appropriation bill and 
was agreed to, Partial conference 

erports on the Indiana ppropriation 
bill and ’on the District of Colum- 
bia appropriation bil] were taken up and 
Mr. Morgan, of Alabama, made another 
long speech upon the question of the war 
in Cuba, in the course of which he ‘Ps- 
claimed having heretofore said anything 
offensive to the queen regent of Spain. 
Iie eulogized her as a woman of very 
high character and of almost unexam- 
pled virtue, and said that she was enti- 
tled by virtue of the regency of woman- 
hood to the utmost respect, and that every 
Senator so treated her and so spoke of 
her.

STEAMER COMMODORE RELEASED 


Attorneys for the Owner Put Up a 
Price for Her Appearance. 
Charleston, S. C.. June 8.—The little 
filibustering steamer Commodore was re- 
leased from custody by the United States 
authorities here today upon the attorney 
of Messrs. J. D. Hart & Co. putting up 
$4,500 for her appearance when wanted. 
The boat was arrested by the United 
States custom officials upon her recent 
return from an alleged trip to Cuba. In- 
formation was given against her by one of 
her seamen, and she has been tied up at 
the custom house dock ever since. The 
boat will probably be placed on the Ways 
to have her bottom cleaned, after which 
it is stated that she will go to Philadel- 
phia. A crew of eight men have arrived 
in the city for her. 
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WHEAT MARKET WILD. 


The Cereal Goes Up Two Cents a Bush- 
el and Then Drops. 

Chicago, June 8.—There was one of the 
wildest wheat markets of the year on tne 
board~of trade today. July wheat anen] 
with a rush at from 68% cents to 62% cents 
and in a brief time was crowded down to 
61% cents. Bull efforts were soon reguuv- 
ied, however, and an exviting boom sent the 
cereal to 63 cents, or a rise of 2 cents 
above the lowest price previously recorded. 

There was a total advance of 7 cents 
last week. 

Immediately upon the news being posted 
of the smali decrease in the visible supply 
for the week, compared with the same 
week last year, the boom collapsed and 
prices fell like a rocket stick, to 60%, a 
break of 25 cents in fifteen minutes’ trad- 
ing. John Cudahy became a towering fig- 
ure in the turmoil of the pit. 
Hie was credited with taking in a 
million bushels and when the top notch 
of the excitement was reached he sold so 
heavily and in such an open manner that 
nothing could stop The break. Millions of 
bushels were unloaded by the bull clique 
during the panic. 
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LADIES HELD FOR RANSOM. 


Brigands Seize Two Wealthy Women 
and Carry Them Off. 
Constantinople, June 8.—A startling case 
of brigandage occurred yesterday almost 
within the precincts of the capital of the 

Turkinsh empire. 

Two carriages, one containing Madame 
Branseau, a wealthy French lady, the 
other bearing Madame Paragamian and 
her daughter, the wife and child of a rich 
American, residing in this city, were at- 
tacked by brigands at Yalove, twenty 
miles from the city, and the occupants 
of the vehicles were carried off. 

Today the captors caused to he conveyed 
to Constantinople the information that 
the lad‘es will be held until the demand 
of the brigands for £2,000 ransom is com- 
plied with.

CINCINNATI IS 
SOLID FOR SILVER 


The Primaries Held in the City and 
County Last Night. 


SIXTY-EIGHT MEN ELECTED 


All but Three of Them Are for Free 


° Coinage. 
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THOSE THREE WILL ‘SUPPORT’ M’LEAN 


The Delegation Composed of the Best 
Democratic Workers pf Ham- 
ilton County. 


Cincinnat!, O., June 
democratic primaries for the election of 
delegates to the state convention were held 
in Cincinnati and Hamilton county tonight, 
The county is entitled to sixty-eight dele- 
gates. The silver men in their estimates 
had conceded but two delegates to the gold 
men, but the latter captured three. Of 
these, two are from country precincts and 
one from the city. 

The gold men made but little effort in 
the county at large, but few displaying 
any interest in the primaries outside of 
the government otncials. <As a result there 
were less than 6,000 votes, cast in all, The 
three delegates allowed the gold men are 
not overly enthusiastic for gold, and some 
of the silver leaders claim that possibly the 
entire delegation will be for silver. 

Whether this will prove to be the case 
or not, the solid delegation will support 
John R. McLean, a silver man, for delegate 
at large to the democratic national conven- 
tion 

The three silver delegates elected who are 
suppgsed to be for gold had already de- 
clared for McLean in advance. The dele- 
gation will contain all of the prominent 
democratic workers of Cincinnati, except 


CONVICTS JACKSON. 
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IT IMPLICATES THE PRISONER 
NOW ON TRIAL, TOO. 


Walling Admits That He Knew Jack- 
son Intended To Kill Pearl 
Bryan. 


Cincinnati, O., June 8.—The only witness 
of importance examined today in the trial 
of Alonzo Walling for the murder of Pearl 
Bryan was the defendant himself, who 
talked with coolness and self-possession. 

Walling admitted meeting Pearl Bryan on 
the Wednesday preceding the murder, as 
the request of Jackson, and told her that 
Jackson could not meet her until 4 o’clock. 
He denied hdving seen Pearl Bryan after- 
wards but once, on Thursday night at the 
postoffice. He did not speak to her, 
slept Friday night—the night of the murder 
—in Jackson’s room, The’ witness said 
that Jackson told him one day in January 
that he had a girl in trouble in -Green- 
castle. He said he would bring her to 
Cincinnati and poison her, or else he would 
cut up her body and dispose of it in man 
holes. 

He was asked if Jackson had ever re- 
quested him to perform a criminal opera- 
tion. He said he told Jackson he would 
help him in every way the could, but did 
not get a room or do anything in the case. 

The next subject was the disposal of 
Pearl Bryan’s clothes. Walling said that 
on Saturday afternoon he went to the room 
and Jackson was there. He seemed to 
have just finished rolling three bundles, 
Which were lying on the bed. Jackson 
fave me one and he teok the others. 
“Come on,” he said, and I followed him to 
the door,’’ continued Walling. 

“Was that all he told you?” 

“That was ail he said then, He told me on 
the street that he wanted me’ to get rid of 
the bundle. I did not know then what it 
was. I know now. It contained Jackson’s 
pantaloons, ’ 

Witness was made to try on Jackson's 
bloody pants, which struck him above the 
shoe tops. He denied having met the girl 
at Wallingford’s saloon, but he saw Jack. 
son with a girl whom he thought was 
Pearl Bryan, in the saloon on the night of 
tre murder, 

Then, at 5 o’clock, the usual hour for ad- 
journment, court insisted upon the examin- 
ation being continued until 5:30 e’clock, 
and at that time the court took the witness 
and examined him until 5:45 o’clock, when 
eourt adjourned. 


MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


JOHN HAY, OF SAN FRANCISCO, 
KILLED. 


Mrs. McDougall Shoots Hay and Then 
Takes Her Own Life—Hay Makes 
an Ante-Mortem Statement. 


San Francisco, June 8.—John Hay, assist- 
ant editor of The San Francisco Journal 
of Commerce, was shot and fatally wound- 
ed by Mrs. R. H. McDougall shortly before 
midnight last night in a room at a lodging 
house, No. 339 McAllister street. 

The murderess then shot herself twice 
through the breast and expired by the side 
of her victim. Hay was removed to the 
receiving hospital, where he died. a few 
minutes later. The murdered man made 
an ante-mortem statement to -the effect 
that he had been intimate with Mrs. Mc- 
Dougall, but desired to break their ac- 
quaintance. When he so informed the -wo- 
man she became violently enraged, seized 
a pistol and shot him through the breast 
as he' lay on the bed. Before he could dis- 
arm her she fired two bullets into her own 
breast, dying almost instantly. 

Mrs: McDougall is the wife of R. H. Me- 
Dougall, a Chicago commercial] traveler 
who is now in Texas on business. She 
came to this city about four months ago 
from Portland, {n which city she ga'ned 
a livelihood as a stenographer and type- 
writer. 

Ten years ago she was well known to 
the theatrical profession, being at that 
time a member of the McKéé Rankin Com- 
pany. She also pretended to be a detective 
in the United States secret service depart- 
ment. \

THE BOMB THROWERS 


The Lives of Women and Children Are 
Sacrificed by Them. 


POLICE HAVE BEEN THWARTED 


None of the Prisoners Now Held 
Thought To Be the Leader—An 
Attempt To Storm the Jail. 

Barcelona, June 8.—The excitement caus- 
ed by the bomb explosion shows no signs 
of diminution and the people vigorously 
demand that no effort be spared by the 
authorities to punish the authors of the 
outrage and to guard against a repetition 
of the dastardly act. ; 

When it became generally known that the 
killed numbered eleven instead of six, the 
indignation of the populace was very vio- 
lent. So threatening was the outlook that 
the authorities, as a measure of precau- 
tion, proclaimed martial iaw and the city 
is now under mflitary government. 

Two more arrests of suspects were made 
today, making a total of thirty-two men 
who have been taken into custody on sus- 
picion of having been coneerned in the 
perpetuaiion of the outrage. The prison- 
ers are confined in the prefecture. Today 
an angry mob gathered around that build- 
ing and demanded the summary punish- 
ment of every one of the prisoners, wheth- 
er his guilt be proved or not. Occasionally 
it looked as though the mob would attempt 
to storm the prefecture in order to wreak 
vengeance on the suspected men, The 
civil guards on duty at the place were 
speedily re-enforced and were frequently 
compelled to charge upon the crowd to 
make them keep their distance. The mob 
would scatter temporarily, but would soon 
gather again, threatening to lynch the 
prisoners. 

Barcelona is not alone in its attempt to 
repress with a stern hand the recrudes- 
cence of anarchy. The royal government 
and the municipal authorities of Madrid 
are taking measures to prevent the com- 
mission of outrages in the capital. 

One of the leading anarchists of the city 
was ‘arrested today. It is thought that he 
was in some way concerned with the out- 
rage here. 

The cortes and the government have 
promised to assist the relatives of those 
who were killed or wounded here, and this 
action meets with hearty approval. 

Speculation is rife as to the causes which 
led to the. sudden outbreak of the an- 
archists. Some persons attribute it to the 
animosity of the anarchists toward every- 
thing pertaining to religion and believe 
that they took advantage of Corpus Christi 
processions to ve vent to their hatred. 
But there have been many religious proces- 
sions since anarchy was rampant in Spain 
which were in nowise interfered with, and 
it is generally beueved that some motive 
deeper than hatred of religion Hes at the 
bottom of the last outrages committed here 
and at Orendain. 

Spanish Government Was Warned. 

London, June 8.—The Standard will to- 
morrow publish a dispatch from Paris 
saying that the French police have recent- 
ly warned the Spanish government that 


the anarchists were preparing to commit 
an outrage at the connivance of Cuban 
filibusters who resided in Barcelona, and 
who have absconded. 

Tlae dispatch adds that the accused 
will be tried by courtmartial, several 
soldiers being, wounded. 


EIGHT HUNDRED SLEEPERS. 


Many Politicians Who Go to St. Louis 
Will Bunk in Pullmans. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 8.—The committce 
on contested seats to the republican na- 
tional convention will have problems to 
solve from fifteen states and one territory. 
Ex-Congressman Thompson, of Ohio, hav- 
ing in charge the contests of McKinley dele- 
gates from various states, is confident that 
the committee will recognize the claims 
of the McKinleyites as the regularly elect- 
ed delegates. 

Whatever sleep a large number of politi- 
cians are to get during thir convyntion so- 
journ here will be enjoyed in the railroad 
cars which bring them to the city. Ar- 
rangements have been made by the Termi- 
nal ‘Railroad Association to store 800 pas- 
senger cars at different places in St. Louis 
during the latter part of this and all of 
next week. More than two hundred of these 
coaches—all sleepers—will be converted into 
temporary hotels. __

DIED IN PARIS. 


ARTHUR PADELFORD, THE MAN 
OF EASE AND WEALTH. 


His First Wife Now a Music Hall 
Singer in New York—A Woman 
of Beauty and Funny Ideas. 
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Baltimore, June 8.—A private dispatch re- 
ceived here last night announced the death 
in Paris of Arthur Padelford: No partic- 
ulars regarding his demise were included 
in the cablegram. 

Padelford was a native of Savannah, Ga., 
but was better known in many other cities 
than that of his ‘birth. After a careful col- 
legiate education he went abroad and after 
his return spent some time in Providence, 
R. 1.; New York, Washington and Balti- 
more. 

In the latter city he was a member of the 
leading clubs and prominent in every so- 
cial function of note. He was very wealthy 
and a lavish spender. About eight years 
ago Padelford married Miss Bettina Ord- 
Way, daughter of General Ordway, of 
Washington, a very beautiful and dashing 
young woman. A report that General Ord- 
way forced the marriage at the muzzle of 
a revolver gave the ceremony unusual no- 
toriety. The honeymoon was spent abroad 
and while in Paris a daughter was born to 
the couple. The christening was a most 
pompous affair and a duke of’the old regime 
stood as godfather for the child. Short- 
ly after that ‘Mr. and Mrs. Padelford re- 
turned to this country and for a couple 
of seasons the young wife was the belle at 
White Sulphur Springs, in Virginia. 

During one of the gay summer evenings 
the young wife gained a rather unsavory 
reputation by pouring a glass of cham- 
pagne in her slipper and daring one of 
her admirers to drink it. The young gal- 
lant took the dare and for a long time 
Mrs. Padelford’s experience was the talk 
of the society people of Baltimore and 
Washington. 

Not long after this Padelford secured a 
divorce. 

The woman was destined to become _more 
widely known than her millionaire ex-hus- 
band. She decided to go on the stage and 
it is said Padelford paid her $20,000 to drop 
his name. Taking the name of Bettina 
Girard she made her debut in “Princess of 


Trebizonde.”’ 

She almost immediately married. John J. 
Rafael, a comic opera tenor, from whom 
she obtained a divorce. She later on mar- 
ried an actor named Harrison J. Wolfe. 
This contract lasted two weeks and again 
she was divorced. She is now singing ina 
New York music hall. 

After securing his divorce Padelford spent 
two years in New York and then went 
abroad. While in Europe ‘he met Miss 
Edythe Scott Grant and married her about 
a vear and a half ago. The honeymoon 
was spent in the Riviera and for the past 
few months Mr. and Mrs. Padelford have 
lived in: Paris.

| LIKE ASSASSINS 


Spaniards Take the Lives of Defenseless 
Non-Combatants, 


WEYLER’S BUTCHERS BUSY 


Harmless Boys Carried from Their 
Homes and Slaughtered—Prom- 
inent Citizens Shot Down. 


Havana, June 6th, via Tampa, Fla., 
June 8,—That the work of extermination 
of non-combatants or “pacificos,”’ as they 
are styled here, continues to a greater or 
less extent is evidenced by the reports 
which are received from the country. Not 
a day passes without some shocking story 
of brutal assassinations committed by 
the troops on defenseless people, whose 
sole crime is being witnesses of the war 
raging all over the island, without taking 


any part in it. 

Here are a few facts selected form the 
many tnat are told: 

On the 2d instant a column of Spanish 
troops commanded by Colonel Ochoa, 
operatng around Jaruco. Havana prov- 
ince, captured a poor miserable boy of 
fifteen years of age named Juan Rodri- 
guez, suffering from nervous prostration 
and so weak that he could hardly move 
without assistance. This unhappy crea- 
ture was dragged from his home, a little 
farm near Castguas, and without anv 
compassion for his pitiable state he was 
butchered on the roadway to Tapaste for 
the sole crime of being a cousin of a 
leader in the rebel army named Victor 
Simon. 

On June,.ist Simon Yruri, member of 
one of the best families of Jaruco, was 
arrested on suspicion of being a rebel 
sympathizer by orders of General Mel- 
guizo. He was too well known to be 
taken out of the town and shot in the 
fields, as this would create a scandal, so 
they made a semblance of a courtmartial, 
and with all the apparent formalities of 
the law he was publicly shot in the 
square Of the town. The deed created gen- 
eral indignation when it was known that 
Melguizo had ordered the execution on 
his own authority without consulting the 
captain general, who is the only one em- 
powered to order such proceedings. 

On June 4th last Mr. Lorenzo Medina, a 
native of the Canary islands, forty-nine 
years of uge and a cattle dealer of some 
means, and Juan Toledo, a Cuban thirty 
years of age, owner of a cart shop, both 
well known and esteemed in the town af 
Jaruco, were arrested on no charges 
known. They were lodged in the civil 
guards barracks and 
they were taken out of the town under 
promise of prompt release and treacher- 
ously shot behind the Slaughter house.

Mr. Werner has lived

A. Werner was regarded as 
one of its rising young men, 
When the town began first _to develop 
as a railroad center young Werner ob- 
tained employment in the office of the

At the outbreak of the civil war he was 
with that road and durng the war he 
was constantly employed in the railroad 
service in Georgia, doing most efficient 
work in the southern cause by his thor- 
ough knowledge of the railroad situatjon 
in “the state. 

After the war ended (Mr. Werner was for 
a time the agent of the New York and 
Charleston line of steamers, Which is now 
known as the Clyde line. After acting 
in this capacity for several years he ac- 


‘cepted the position of agent for the Geor- 


gia railroad in Atlanta, which office he 
held for twenty-five years to the time of 
his death. 

His Business Career. 

In all his lone life of over fifty years 
in Atlanta (Mr. Werner has always been 
known as a man who was above all 
things faithful to all trusts imposed upon 
him. It is the common agreement of all 
who have ever had dealings with him 
that duty was ever. his watchword. 
So true is this that he never allowed 
himself even the usual vacations of an 
active business man. His viligance and 
devotion to duty were remarkable and 
it is said of him by those who knew him 
best that there has never been an in- 
stance where he failed in any way 
to fulfill his full duty, even in the 
amallest instance. The best evidence of 
this is the fact that for twenty-five vears 
he held a position in railroad circles 
fraught ‘with great responsibility, yet 
never in all that time Was there even 
a rumor that a change would be made in 
his postion. There have been many 
changes in almost every railroad office 
in Atlanta. Men have risen to high posi- 
tion and have been’ superseded. There 
have been shake-ups and railroad officers 
have been removed and deposed. But 
there has never been a rumor that the 
management of the Georgia road in At-

He leaves a widow and four 
children. His son, Mr. E. A. Werner, Jr., 
has been at Cornell university for several 
years and was on the eve of graduation 
as an electrical engineer when called home 
by his father’s illness. 

By Mr. Werner’s death Atlanta loses 
one of her oldest and most respected citi- 
zens. He saw the city grow from a cross- 
roads village to a town, saw it demolish- 
ed by war and lived to witness its prog- 
ress from the wreck left by Sherman's 
army to its present queenly proportions.

HIS MOTHER WILL SUE [ THE OPERA’S OPENING. 


Nettie Jenkins To Try To Make the Electric 
Light Co. Pay for Her Son’s Death. 


$10,000 WILL BE THE AMOUNT 


: Coroner Paden Held an Inyuest Over 


the Body Yesterday Afternoon. 
The Details of the Death. 


——E 


The death of-Joe Jenkins, the negro who 
was killed by an electric wire last night, 
will be the ground for a lawsuit. Hettie 
Jenkins, the mother of the dead boy, will 
bring suit against the Georgia Electric 
Light Company for damages for the death 
of her son. 

The suit will be filed in a very few days. 
Mr. Burton Smith will represent the wo- 
man and is now at work preparing the 
case. The amount of money sought will 
be in the neighborhood of $10,000. 

The company do not feel that they 
were in any way liable for the occurrence, 
and through their attorney, Mr. Morris 
Brandon, will fight the case to the bitter 
end. 

The question naturally arises as to wheth- 
er the company is liakle for the death, or 
was the boy’s tragic end the result of his 
own carelessness. This is the point on 
which the law suit will hinge. 

How the Death Occurred. 

Joe Jenkins was a negro boy about fifteen 
years of age, and he was killed by coming 
in contact with an electric wire at the 
corner of Mitchell and Haynes streets Sun- 
day night. There is. an electric light on 
this corner and. the peg in the post to 
which the wire used to raise and lower the 
the light 13 fastened has been the source of 
much amusement to’the boys in that neigh- 
borhood for some time. 

By touching the tron peg and standing 
on the sewer eye close by a circuit is 
formed, and a slight shock is perceptible. 
Joe Jenkins, in company with several oth- 
er boys, thought he would have a little 
fun Sunday night, and began experiment- 
ing with the peg. Joe was standing on the 
sewer eye holding hands with a boy whose 
left hand was resting on the peg. As quick 
as lightning a blue light flashed from the 
sewer eye, and both boys fell forcibly to 
the ground. 

Jenkins was the only one seriously hurt, 
and he died in five minutes. The other 
boy only received a severe shock. 


The Coroner’s Inquest. 
Coroner Paden summoned a jury yester- 
— 


teresting ever held in this city, and were 
witnessed by a large number of the mem-

And Made a Splendid Impression. 
The Standing-Room-Only Sign 
Out Early. 


It excels anticipations. This is the truth 
about the summer opera.

Winder, Ga., June 8.—(Special.)—On ac- 
count of a great many citizens claiming 
that the negro, Oliver Adair, was half- 
witted, it was decided by the cool-headed

Sheriff B. H. Collier arrived here early 
this morning and took Adair to Jefferson 
jail. There were three other negroes ac- 
cessory to the crime—that is Adair claimed 
trey put him up to entering Miss Segers’s 
room. Two of them were also under ar- 
rest—Mitchell Smith and George Butler. 
The other negro’s name is Tom Minifeld. 

Mitchell Smith is about six feet high and 
will weigh about 160 pounds and coal black. 
The negro George Butler is also very 
black and rather clumsy, while Minifeld 
is a mulatto about the same size as But- 
ler: all about twenty-two or twenty-three 
years old. 

The three last ones spoken of were given 
their choice as to. taking a whipping and 
leaving town for good or being prosecuted. 
Mitchell Smith decided to take the whip- 
ping and leave. 

After making his decision Smith was 
taken by some of our best and coolest citi- 
zens to the ball park and given a whipping 
that he will never forget. 

As the most serious charge against the 
last three named was making some _§re- 
marks about some young ladies of our 
town, Butler and Minifeld were let off with- 
out being treated to a dose of the strap, 
they agreeing also to leave town. 

All of these negroes are considered des- 
perate characters, especiaNy Smith and 
Minifeld, and Winder is fortunate in get- 
ting rid of them. 

If it had not been for the uncertainty of 
Adair’s“mind he would have been lynched.

The Republican Enemy 
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They See the Breakers Ahead. 
As the date for the assembly of the 
fepublican national convention draws 
‘mear, it becomes more and more evident 
‘that it will adopt a straddle on the 
money question. It is undoubtedly true 


- that the republican leaders started out 


with the idea of a straight gold platform. 
McKinleyism, however, proved stronger 
‘than the party, and the silent man of 
Canton today has the votes while the 
gold people have the platforms of the 
various state conventions. 

The development that Mr. McKinley 
was not always:as silent as he now is, 
is a source of astonishment to those east- 
erm gold standard statesmen who have 
‘mot kept up with the varying politics of 

ifwestern republicans, for Mr. McKinley 
seems to have had strong silver leanings 
and to have antagonized those who are 
now trying to dictate a platform to him. 
This recalls the fact that the financial 


’ plank of the Ohio republican platform is 
~~ one of the most cunningly devised strad- 


dies which was ever put forth by a con- 
‘ vention. 


'! | Whiie Mr. McKinley was undoubtedly 


‘willing to forego his free silver views in 
order to obtain the national nomination, 
yet the strength of the silver sentiment 
which has swept the democracy and 
‘which is now struggling for the 
“mastery among western republicans, has 
: recalled the fact that they are no longer 
to be trifled with. It would not be sur- 
i prising, therefore, for the republican 
.mational convention to recognize this 
growth of sentiment and make such con- 
cessions to it as will muddy the political 
fwaters. The gold standard men, from 
(their former position as arrogant dicta- 
| tors’ to all the parties, are now in the 
i position of mendicants, vainly hoping to 
|\gpave the pieces from some source or 
other. 

All of this leads to the certainty that 
the platform proclaiming for the free, 
unlimited and independent coinage of 
silver is the one which is going to be 
victorious in November. 

The people of all parties, of all condi- 
tions, of all sections, are wearied with 


They demand positive positions and hon- 
est dealing from those who would repre- 
sent them. It is time for the republican 
party to drop its policy of deceit by 
which it has played upon the feelings 
and the interests of the people, and to 
take its stand upon the plain, unadul- 
terated gold standard platform, instead 
of merely squinting at it. It is now as- 
sured that the Chicago convention will 
present the silver issue, uniucumbered by 
phrases and qualifications. Let the re- 
publican party as courageously take 
the other side, and the American people 
will pass such a verdict upon it in No- 
vember that it will be generations before 
the question can arise to disturb the 
country again. 
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To the People. 

The result of Saturday's primaries 
points to the fact that as a last appeal, 
the people may always be trusted. 

Among those who arrogate to them- 
selyes all the culture and conservatism 
of the country, there is a constantly ex- 
pressed fear of the people. They are 
constantly framing schemes by which 
the people may be saved from theim- 
selves; and when, through manipulation 
or sharp practice, they succeed in block- 
ing or reversing the will of the masses, 
they chuckle over it and excuse what- 
ever of seeming wrong there was in it 
by the thought that the end justified the 
means. There was one county in Geor- 
gia—that which takes its platform from 
Mr. ‘Turner—in which a reference to the 
was declared to be “undemo- 


people 
cratic.” 

This course is always the resort of 
those who believe in one-man power, and 
who would institute a society of classes 
by which the masses of the people would 
be barred out of political action, content 
to be directed and governed by their 
“betters.” Those in the foremost would 
be continually directing “campaigns of 
education” op the assumption that the 
great masses of the country were ignor- 
ant and in need of light. 

But there are times when the people 
grow weary of this patronizing conde- 
seension, and taking the bit in their 
mouths, ride roughshod over all their 
mentors. There never was a day that 
the people of Georgia were not able to 
decide all questions for themselves, with- 
out the aid of county rings or of spoon- 
fed newspapers. The main battle to be 
fought and won was that enabling the 
people to reach the ballot box. That 
point gained, all the rest was assured. 
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Measures First—Men After. 
Now that it is a foregone conclusion 
that the silver men will control the na- 
tional democratic convention at Chicago, 
there is a great deal of interest in eastern 
circles as to who is going to be the nom- 
ipee, 

With a stolidity closely akin to stupid- 
ity, the great newspapers of the Atlantic 
coast have refused to see the rising 
movements of the people of the interior, 
and have treated their movements with 
contemptuous silence. When the demand 
for the restored coinage of silver gained 
volume and momentum these newspapers 
were stolidly blind and professed to see 
nothing but a passing craze which could 
never develop into an organized popular 
demand. Notwithstanding this affected 
indifference, the states of the south and 
west, long-suffering and silent, were 
aroused at last, and they determined no 
longer to be cajoled or sidetracked from 
their main purpose. 

It is in this hour of popular triumph, 
which even the blindest must see, that 
the press of the east has begun an in- 
quiry as to who is to be the nominee. 
The democrats of the union, who have 
suffered obloquy at the bands of these 
newspapers and who have borne deser- 
tion on the part of trusted leaders, are 
fully awake to the situation, and will 
not be led aside by a question which is 
premature and which has no place for 
consideration until after the platform 
shall have been adopted. The campaign 
of 1896 has been waged free from person- 
alism and the influences which radiate 
from controlling sources. It has been a 
protest on the part of the masses against 
bad government and unfaithful men. 
They have kept steadily in view the es- 
tablishment of a principle—the restora- 
tion of the money of the constitution. 
There is no doubt that people who have 
fought thus far with an eye Single to 
principle will continue in.the same 
course until they see their demands cul- 
minate in a platform of no uncertain 
sound. This is not the time for candi- 
dates or the friends of candidates to 
make themselves ‘either heard or felt. 
The first thing is a platform, and after 
that there will be time enough te talk 
about candidates and their qualifica- 
tions. When the convention shall have 
met and crystallized the demands of the 
people into words of plain meaning, then 
there will be developed from the condi- 
tions and circumstances a man who will 
be best fitted and best qualified to stand 
upon the platform thus adopted. One 
thing is certain, there will be no more 
such,expressions as a man being bigger 
than his party, for the democracy is go- 
ing to Chicago determined to be the 
master, and whoever it places in nomi- 
nation will have to be the servant of 
the people who have named him. 
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A Black and Tan Republic. 

The republic of San Domingo is one 
of the latest to make protestations for 
entrance into the circle of civilization. 

Hon. Pedro A. Leuberes, who is sec- 
retary of the interior for that republic, 
is now on a visit to the United States. 
He disputes the idea generally enter- 
tained that San Domingo should be 
classed with Hayti as a sister negro re- 
public. According to his statement, onty 
25 per cent of the population of the re- 
public has any admixture of negro blood, 


and the remaining 75 per cent is descend- 


_—— 


dian population. From this stock has 
sprung General Gomez, who has led so 
successfully the Cuban fight for liberty. 
The San Domingans are at present en- 
gaged in educating their children, over 
fifty having left San Domingo on the 
same ship with Secretary Leuberes, 
bound for the various colleges in Europe 
and the continent. This interest in edu- 
cation is sure to give the people a higher 
character and a higher place among the 
peoples of the world. Peace and pros- 
perity have become prevalent and the 
people look for great progress in the 
future. 

The statements of Secretary Leuberes 
are somewhat rose-colored, much as we 
would like to believe them. 
that the president of the _ republic, 
Hieureaux, who is undoubtedly a strong 
man, is a negro, must show that the 
negro party of the population is the 
strongest and most aggressive. It will 
be a long time before the world need 
look for anything startling from the 
island, save now and then a repetition 
of the revolutions and the massacres 
which have darkened the pages of its 
former history. 
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What of the Colored Delegate? 


At the approaching national republican 
convention in St. Louis there will be 


gates from the southern states, 

This is not unusual, however, as col- 
ored delegates have attended these con- 
ventions ever since the war. But, not- 
withstanding this fact, The Boston 
Globe, in its tender solicitude for the 
colored brother, is extremely anxious to 
know what the hotels of St. Louis are 
going to do with him, and on this point 
betrays a much deeper concern than _¥it 
does in the matter of a presidential nom- 
ination. 

As a reason for this paramount and all 
important question on which so much 
that is vital to the nation’s welfare seems 
to hang, the Boston paper calls attention 
to the fact that St. Louis is too near'the 
be affeyted by the peculiar notions 
Which prevail in this section. 

There is something in this display of 
apprehension on the part of The Boston 
Globe which keenly appeals to a sense 
of the ridiculous. So far as can be 
learned, there is. no movement on foot 
to do the colored brother any. violence 
nor has any information been received 
to the effect that a public demonstration 
will be held in his honor. But one thing 
is certain. St. Louis is fully able to 
meet the demands of the situation: and 
Without giving offense to the colored 
brother, for Whom she will doubtless 
have a warm welcome, she will evince 
the fact that in her hotels, aS well as in 
her homes, she has a most decided 
preference for the Anglo-Saxon. 

But after disposing of this feature of 
the question, The Globe comments upon 
the probable attitude of the convention 
on the race problem and points out what 
would be a glaring and awkward contra- 
diction if the convention should declare 
as usual in favor of equal rights for all 
American citizens and a portion of its 
own delegates should be excluded from 
the leading hotels of the metropolis. 

Perhaps it has never occurred to The 
Globe that in the catalogue of virtues 
there are some which rank a great deal 
higher than the one of being consistent 
in all things and that evils of a far 
more serious nature are to be dreaded 
than any which could possibly arise 
from a clash of sentiment between the 
hotels of St. Louis and the attitude of 
the republican convention. 

Should the hotels of St. Louis refuse 
to admit the colored delegate, there will 
be a warrant for this refusal not only in 
the position which other leading cities 
have taken but likewise in the attitude 
of Boston herself. Not many weeks 
have passed since the color line was dis- 
tinctly drawn in New England, and Bos- 
ton was forced to admit that while equal- 
ity is the letter of the law, it was not 
binding upon the hotels of that metrop- 
olis. 

No one blames New England for this. 
It only proves the one great fact that 
after all we belong to the same family of 
nations and that while between as there 
may exist some difference of opinion in 
facing the negro problem as a theory, 
this difference is completely over- 
shadowed when we come to face it as a 
fact. 
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France Is Her Only Hope. 

Without the help of France it will be 
impossible for Spain to subdue the pres- 
ent revolution in Cuba. Her own re- 
sources are completely exhausted and if 
France refuses to come to her rescue, she 
will be obliged to withdraw her forces 
from the island. 

Just at this time the most important 
phase of the question is the attitude of 
the French republic. 

Ever since the war commenced the 
newspapers of France have manifested a 
deeper interest in the affairs of Spain 
than the press of any other European 
nation. This is due to the intimate com- 
mercial relations existing between the 
two countries,’ Over 40 per cent of the 
total imports of Spain are purchased in 
the French market, while at least 56 per 
cent of her exports go to France. 

Three-quarters of all the shares and 
bonds of the Spanish railways are in 
the hands of French eéapitalists, who 
have also invested several hundred mil- 
lion dollars in Spanish public works. 

French investors hold about $40,000,- 
000 of Spain’s foreign debt and about 
the same amount in bonds issued by the 
Spanish government for the purpose of 
prosecuting the war in Cuba. 

In addition to these commercial rela- 
tions between the two countries, there is 
also the common interest which they 
both have in Morocco. By giving to 
France a quit-claim deed to her posses- 
sions in that field, Spain would be able 
to fully requite the French people for 
any service which they might gender in 
the present crisis. 

But will France. come to the rescue? 
Notwithstanding the cordial relations 
which have just been touched upon, it 


in the negative. France, however, is not 
free to act in*the matter. Her political 
complications are such that if she es- 


poused the cause of Spain, she would do 
so at her own hazard. She knows that 
she cannot afford to antagonize the 
United States, and she would virtually 
assume a hostile attitude toward this

Spain, therefore, will be obliged to 
paddle her own canoe, so far a8 material 
help from France is concerned, Private 
individuals may continue to adyance 
money to Spain for the prosecution of 
the war in Cuba, but help received from 
private individuals and assistance de- 
rived from the treasury of France are 
two entirely different things. Individ- 
uals can act with impunity, but for 
France to volunteer her aid would be 
perilous. 

Such is the situation from this point 
of view. Spain has almost destroyed the 
credit of her national bank, and without 
help from other European nations she 
will be obliged to abandon the fight. 
If she fails to enlist the help of France, 
she has no good reason to hope that 
ether powers on the continent will treat 
her with more consideration. 

If Spain is not forced to abandon her 
military operations in Cuba within a 
few months, it will be a surprise to those 
who are familiar with her financial con- 
dition. Had she adopted a wiser course 
she might have been able to conciliate 
Cuba, but as it is, she in be compelled 
within a short time to recognize the in- 
dependence of the island. 
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An Important Suggestion. 

Several days ago the school authorities 
of Baltimore decided to investigate the 
eyesight of the pupils attending the pub- 
lic schools of that city and a number-of 
leading oculists were employed to con- 
duct the.examination. 

Out of a total of 53,067 pupils it was 
found that 9,051 of this number were 
troubled with defective eyes. 

Perhaps the most remarkable fact 
brought out by this investigation was 
that the pupils in the lower grades of 
the school possessed this defect in a 
more singular degree than those in the 
higher grades. In the lower grades of 
the school the percentage of good eye- 
sight was fixed at only 35 per cent, 
while in the higher grades it was 56 per 
cent. 

No explanation of this peculiar dis- 
covery could be found. One definite con- 
clusion, however, was reached by the 
oculists and that is that many of the 
blackboards and maps in the schools 
were not placed in the proper light. -A 
report was made to the effect that here- 
after the eyesight of pupils should be 
examined each year and that a uniform 
system of adjustable seats be adopted.

A New York dealer, in a recent interview 
published in The Mail and Express, states 
that a greater quantity of steel is used in 
the make of pens than in, all the gun, 
sword and needle manufactories of the 
world. The recent introduction of type- 
writers has diminished the use of pens 
somewhat, but the output is enormous, 
nevertheless. In Birmingham, England, 
there are quite a number of pen manufac- 
tories that turn out a total of 150,000,000 pens 
every. working week. The majority of the 
workers are women, and the wages, while 
low, help to make Birmingham a notable 
seat of industry. To make 1,000,000 pens a 
full ton of steel is required. Thereis really 
so much work about the manufacture of a 
pen that it is surprising that they sell as 
cheap as they do, but, ag I have said, the 
production is so great that it is a profitable 
business. Pens have been in use a whole 
century now, but forty years ago, when 
they took the place of quills as the popular 
ink-spreader, it was one of the secrets of 
the age how that slit was made in the pen. 
Those employed in that particular branch 
of the work were obliged to record an oath 
that they would not reveal the secret of 
that slit-cutting process. The secret be- 
came an open one, though, in the natural 
course of events, and soon almost every 
interested person knew that the slit was 
made with a pair of scissors fixed in a 
press. Men.perform the initial work on a 
pen. That is to say, they roll out the steel 
to a proper thickness, The women then 
take hold, cutting the steel into strips as 
wide as two pens are long. Presses do 
the cutting for the women. The steel, 
when it leaves the presses is sharp like the 
pen, but is flat. The formg made by these 
presses are then put into a redhot furnace, 
and when thoroughly heated are taken out 
and permitted to cool slowly. This process 
makes them soft. The women use fast 
presses that hammer the points as well as 
stamp the name of the manufacturer, 


According to recent statistics furnished 
by The Brewers’ Journal, the annual sales 
“of beer have increased in value in this coun. 
try from $8,500,000 in 1876 to $36,000,000 in 
1896. The brewers of this country repre- 
sent a capitalization of $250,000,000. For the 
year ending June 30, 1894, the beer produc- 
tion of the United States was 1,916,440 gal- 
lons, During 1895 there were sold in New 
York alone 4,691,464 barrels. About 3,000,000 
gallons of malt liquors are annually import- 
ed from abroad. The government's revenue 
from fermented liquors during the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1896, amounted to §31,- 
640,618. The increase of beer consumption 
has decreased the consumption of whisky 
and has also lessened the amount of drunk- 
enness., 3

_ Exports That Hurt. 
From The New York Financial News. 

She shipments of bar silver from this 
city to London today aggregate about 1,025,- 
000 ounces, which is the largest single day’s 
shipment in recent years, so far as the 
records of leading bullion houses show. 
Agents of the London buyers secured the 
market yesterday, and bought about all 
the silver in sight at the going prices, so 
that it would have been most difficult to 
secure any round amount after the London 
buying ‘was completed. 

The large outward movement of the 
white metal was due to the speculative 
advance in the price here this week, which 
has made London houses with contracts for 
future delivery of bars very nervous about 
their coming deliveries on the same. Lon- 
don does a large business in silver in this 
way for future delivery, and the r:arket 
has developed so much strength that many 
have thought it best to secure stock now 
against their contracts, rather than risk a 
setback in the market at the time when 
they will have to make deliveries. Another 
consideration which has caysed London to 
buy silver is the belief that Japan will buy 
the metal with a considerable portion of 
its Chinese war indemnity money, now on 
deposit with the Bank of England. Japan's 
paper currency is stated to have been in- 
creased during the war from 50,000,000 to 
225,000,000 yen; so that, as there has been 
no increase in the amount of silver held 
against it, the nation’s currency lacks a 
sufficient metallic basis.—Journal of Com- 
merce. 

That does not look much like a tidal wave 
of silver from Europe to drown us out 
because of the prairie fire spread of free 
coinage sentiment all over the country. 
The beginning of the rise in prices in sil- 
ver means a genetal rise in products and 
commodities, and when prices rise hoarded 
money comes out and scrambles to get 
into the possession marching toward good 


times. 

It has been a favorite theme with the 
protectionists that England’s exports of 
coal and machinery—clubs to break her 
own head with—were the only items of in- 
crease in British export returns, and that 
their increase was balanced by a  cor- 
responding or greater decrease in standard 
manufactures. The export of silver, at 
half price, to be used in competition by 
Asiatic cheap labor, is infinitely more hurt- 
ful to us than England’s coal and ma- 
chinery exports are to British industries. 
Silver at coinage values is the only cure. 
Then we can use it to our great good, and 
the more the better.

The insurance companies interested 
have not yet made settlements with their 
patrons, and until the losses are paid the 
property owners will take no action in re- 
building or otherwise improving the pres- 
ent condition of the bloek., Several plans 
have been suggested, and it is certain that 
some important changes will be made 
when the time comes. 

The project to extend Courtland avenue 
across the railroad tracks to Washington 
street is being very favorably discussed by 
the residents of that thoroughfare. It is 
agreed that by making a crossing at the 
end of the two streets a long-felt want 
will be achieved. The opening of the streets 
would make another important cross-town 
thoroughfare and materially enhance the 
value of property in the section so badly 
damaged by fire.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Wheat Suffered a 3c Break and Corn 
Was a Fraction Lower. 


Chicago, June 8.—The bull movement in 
wheat met with disaster in the form of 
a 8c break today. Principal among the 
reasons assigned for the selling and de- 
cline was the fact that the visible supply 
decreased only 193,000 bushels, leaving the 
supplies in sight 400,000 bushels greater 
than they were at the corresponding time 
a year ago. The sentimental effect of this 
fact was very marked and was of suffi- 
cient potency to nullify the earlier news 
of a bullish nature on the crops. The 
crowd figures it that even though the 
yield should fall below previous antic!- 
pation it amounts to little unless the 
stocks show radical reductions. The mar- 
ket started off well enough and during 
the -first half-hour advanced abouta cent, 
when the offerings increased in volume. 
In the last hour the break was sharp 
and conclusive, following which there was 
a moderate rally on covering bv shorts. 
July wheat opened fram 62144,@62%ec, sold 
between 63% and 4c, closing at 60%.@ 
60%c, 1@1%e under Saturday. Cash wheat 
was irregular, closing weak and about 
aye lower. 

Corn—A sample of growing corn from 
southern ,Illinois was exhibited on the 
floor and the crowd was of the belief that 
if the condittons which produced such 
unusual growth as was apparent -in the 
sample were at all widespread, and the 
reports indicate that such is the case, the 
hopes of the holders are built on unsafe 
premises. July corn opened at 28\c, de- 
clined to 28léc, closing at 28%@28\4c, M@ ec 
under Saturday. Cash corn was steady 
early, closing weak and \Ww@ec lower. 

Oats were of the same inclination as 
corn. In face of the early strength of 
wheat prices declined, the market being 
ruled by the bearish conditions which 
exist. July oats closed Ww@sec under 
Saturday. Cash oats were steady early, 
closing weak and Wc per bushel lower. 

Provisions—Business in product was in 
a rut and traders were apparently with- 
out ftnterest. Even the activity incident 
on the recent decline was lacking, very 
few orders to either buy or sell being in 
the market. The close was easy in sym- 
pathy with grain. July pork, lard and 
ribs each closed 5c lower.

The Cereal cone 


From The New York Stockhok ; 

There was a decided change in the tone 
of the wheat market last week and values 
have improved several cents. The depres- 
sion and steady decline in prices gave place 
early in the week to a fitful and irregular 
advance. The conditions which made this 
possible were pointed out a week ago and 


the statement made that the large oper- 


ators would be glad to see a rally and 
would probably try to bring one about. 
The unfavorable state crop reports and 
expectation of a bullish government report 
gave traders the desired opportunity and 
the carriers of cash wheat were not averse 
to such an advance, as it would help them 
to hedge their holdings by sales of Sep- 
tember just as the April rally assisted 
in changing from May to July. Of course 
if there is a permanent advance in prices 
now this plan of making a clever turn in 
the market will not be fulfilled, but so 
far ‘there bave been no developments to 
convince a careful observer that the pres- 
ent rally in prices will be permanent. The 
outside speculative demand has increased 
considerably as it alWays does on an 
advance in prices, for the general public 
will only buy wheat and is always at- 
tracted by a show of strength. It is this 
fact upon which the large professional 
operators rely to allow them an opportuni- 
ty to slip out of their holdings when they 
undertake such a move as the present one 
seems to be. 

The reasons why the present advance 
in prices is not kelieved to be permanent 
are easily stated. First, the largest hold- 
ers of wheat are professionals who will 
soon want to take profits if they have not 
been doing so alréady and the increase 
im outside’ buying has not been on voun- 
try orders such as indicate a very bad 
condition of the crop. In fact the buying 
has been on injury done during the first 
part of May, which it is expected the 
government report for June Ist will reveal. 
Frem a speculative point of view that is 
a thing of the past and will hardly be a 
good reason for a sustained advance un- 
less developments later on reveal a strong 
supply and demand situation. At present 
the trade situation in this country is not 
strong. A new harvest is just being entered 
upon with very liberal stocks of old wheat 
in sight, large primary receipts and an 
ursatisfactory export demand. This is the 
season of the year when it is most difficult 
to sustain wheat values and if there is to 
be any permanent advance this month 
in the face of a new harvest the unfavora- 
ble crop accounts must be more convincing 
and a better demand must be seen. 

There has been no important change in 
the condition of the winter wheat during 
the past week. The deterioration in tne 
condition of wheat as shown in the month- 
ly state reports so far took place to a 
great extent during the first half of May, 
except in Michigan, which state will prob- 
ably make a report today or tomorrow. 
Tne states of Ohio, Indiana, Missouri and 
Kansas have all issued their reports show- 
ing more or less decline in condition dur- 
ing May. These reports perhaps show a 
greater decline than the trade was pre- 
pared fcr just now, but certainly not 
greater than advices during the month of 
May indicated. The government report on 
Wednesday is expected to show a consid- 
erable decline in the average condition for 
the whole country, but it may be found 
on its publication that it has been dis- 
counted, so far as a speculative bull force 
is concerned. 

No complaints about the spring wheat 
crop came from the northwest last week 
and it is believed to be making excellent 
progress. The, agricultural department’s 
estimate of acreage will be noted with 
much interest. Private advices indicate 
that the increase in acreage outside of the 
Red river valley is sufficient to about offset 
the decrease in that section of the spring 
wheat territory. ; 

Considering that it is the month of June, 
the statistical and trade situation are not 
encouraging. Clearances have increased 
somewhat, but have been decidedly disap- 
pointing since the opening of interior nav- 
igtation in this country, and European 
buyers take American wheat very sparing- 
ly. In the meantime the larger receipts of 
spring wheat continue and new winter 
wheat will soon be moving to market. 
Bradstreet’s makes the total available 
wheat in the United States, Canada and 
Europe and afloat for Europe on the first 
of June 117,969,000 bushels versus 131,316,000 
bushels on the first of May and 141,476.000 
bushels one year ago. The decrease in 
European stocks during May was 1,088,000 
bushels, leaving them at 46,640,000 bushels. 
Stocks east of the Rocky mountains are 
placed at 68,773,000 bushels versus 64,375,000 
one year ago.

Mrs. Tasconi Asks for a Divorce Because 
Her Husband Is Insane. 


A BRAKEMAN SUES THE ROAD 


He Says He Was Violently Thrown 
from His Car on Account of 
a Collision. 


Mrs. Myrtle Toscani has filed suit for 
divorce against her husband, Alexander 
Toscani, who is now confined in a luna- 
tic asylum in Knoxville, where his case 
has been pronounced to be incurable and 
he is said to be hopelessly insane. 

Ten years ago Toscani was happily mar- 
ried to his wife, then a young girl just in 
her teens. Mrs. Toscani she was 
young and inexperienced in the ways of 
the world and was unduly influenced to 
marry her husband. She says she met 
with parental objection and the marriage 
occurred against the advice of friends.

Wants $5,000 for Injuries. 

Robert Jackson, an employe of the 
Southern railway, has brought suit 
against the road for damages which he 
says he received last January while he 
was at his post of duty.

WILL HE RESIGN? | 


City Sexton Clayton May Offer To Settle 
with the City 


AND THEN RESIGN HIS OFFICE 


His Friends Think That an Agreement 
Can Be Reached Whereby the 
Matter Will Be Settled. 


The cemetery committee of the council, 
having in charge the matter of irregu- 
larity in the conduct of the affairs of 
City Sexton Thomas‘ A. Clayton, has not 
yet held a meeting to formulate charges 
against the suspended official. It is like- 
ly that a meeting of the committee will 
be called for today or tomorrow to con- 
sider the matter. 

It is said that Mr. Clayton will not 
stand trial before the council under the 
charges that have been made against 
him. It was reported yesterday that he 
would submit a proposition to refund to 
the city any funds or materials waich, it 
is alleged, have been misappropriated, Mr. 
Clayton admitting that the affairs of his 
office have been mismanaged. 

The same rumor has fit that Mr. Clayton 
will submit his resignation to the city 
government and retire from office without 
demanding a trial. It is said that such a 
disposition of the matter would be ac- 
ceptable to some members of the council 
who have been pushing the charges 
against the sexton, they not desiring to 
embarrass Mr. Clayton and his family by 
going into a public examination of the 
affair. It is argued that the city would 
get value for everything due it and that 
by a settlement of the case as indicated 
the ends sought would be accomplished. 

Mr. Clayton’s friends are averse to dis- 
cussing the matter until the proper time, 
but i seems certain that some such dis- 
position is: likely to be made of the case, 
It is understood that if such a proposition 
is made to the cemetery committee the 
whole matter will be referred -to the 
council without. a submission of detailed 
charges and specifications against the 
sexton. There is a disposition to give Mr. 
Clayton every opportunity to place him- 
self right before the public and his friends 
are actively at work trying to accomplish 
some settlement of the matter. 

Mr. Clayton has all along admitted that 
certain of the charges are true, but he 
has declined to be interviewed on the 
subject, referring the whole matter to 
Mr. Arnold (Broyles, his attorney. Mr. 
Broyles was seen yesterday and when 
asked if a proposition of the kind indi- 
cated would be made he declined to either 
confirm or deny the rumor. He stated 
that he was not authorized to speak 
about the matter at that time. 

The council will meet in special session 
Thursday 
considering the entire matter, and it is 
gererally believed that some settlement 
of the case will be reached at that meet- 
ing. If the cemetery committee submits 
formal charges and Mr. Clayton demands 
a hearing the trial will bring out some 
very interesting facts. connected with the 
management of the sexton’s office. No 
special programme has been mapped out 
for such an investigation. It appears to 
he the prevailing sentiment that the mat- 
ter will be settled, so far as the city 
government is concerned, without going 
into a regular trial of the charges against 
Mr, Clayton, which have been recounted 
in the papers. 

It has developed that the office of city 
sexton 1s a much better one, pecuniarily, 
than was generally thought. The sexton 
is paid a regular salary of $75 per month 
for his services, but ¢ertain perquisites 
of the office make an income of something 
like $3,000 or $4,000 per year.

The cemetery committee is composed of 
Alderman Woodward, chairman; Mr. In- 
man and Mr. Tolbert. The committee will 
make a report of some kind to the council 
at its special meeting Thursday.

There is considerable speculation about 
the rity hall as to the outcome of the elec- 
tion of a new police commissioner, which 
will probably occur at the next regular 
meeting of council.

MAG. SLATON'S CASE 


Judge Hammond Makes an Open 
Statement Regarding It. 


HAS MADE AN INVESTIGATION

And Is Now Confident He Did Major 


Slaton an Unintentional Wrong. 


THINKS THE CHARGE WAS EXAGGERATED 


A Clear and Dispassionate Statement 
of His Attitude by Judge Ham- 
mond—What He Says. 


Judge W. R. Hammond, who voted 


against Major W. K. Slaton on account of 
the charges brought against him before 
the board last Saturday, has changed his 
mind in view of additional light on the case, 
and has made a statement to that effect. 
He is now convinced that he did Major 
Slaton an unintentional injustice in voting 
as ‘he did, and comes for ward with a manly 


statement to that effect, 


Major Slaton was tried, 
making a statement before the board, and 
the board voted without hearing from him, 

The trial lasted about five hours, During 
all this time Major Slatom waited outside 
the room and he dil not know what was 
transpiring until the doors were opened. 
Judge Hammond voted on the showing 
that was made before the board, and his 
vote was against Major Slaton. He had just 
reached the city from Philadelphia, and 
knew nothing of the circumstances, et 
what was presented , before the meeting 
He was not entirely satisfied with the vote, 
on yesterday he set out on foot an investiga. 
tion on his own account, He aid not stop 
until he had gone to the bottom of the 
charges that had been made against Major 
Siaton. He got at all the circumstances, 
and when he had done this he was con- 
vineed that his vote against the superin- 
tendent of schools had done the latter an 
injustice. In a manner thoroughly char- 
acteristic of him he prepared a statement 
for The Constitution to that elfect. 

Judge Hammond has always been a 
warm friend of Major Slaton’s. He has 
always supported him, and has been re- 
garded as one of his closet supporters. It 
Was generally expected that he would vote 
for Major Slaton, and when it Was an- 
nouncea in Sunaday’s paper that he had 
Voled against Major Slaton, there Ws some 
Surprise. 

ft vllowing is the statement of Judge Ham- 
mona, Wrillen by Nhimseil ahd given lv 
‘ne Constitution for publication: 

Kditor Consutution: t beg ine courtesy 
ot your columns to make a stalement con- 
ceriing my vote against Major Siaton at 
the meeting of the poard of education last 
Saturday. t had just arrived trom Phlia- 
delphia On the uatternoon irain, having 
beey absent about tweive days trom the 
city, ana had heard nothing of any specinc 
charge against Major Siaton. | hurried 
home for the purpose, in part, ol Support- 
ing him, as l knew there Was Oppos:lion to 
hun. tl had always been his warm personal 
Iriend, and entertained a high regard tor 
him. I went from the train on which Il 
came almost directly to the meeting, and 
in the meeting did all in my power tv hur- 
ry up the issue as to the electson of a su- 
perintendent, intending all the while ta 
éive my supportto Major Siaton. When the 
matter Was finally got to an issue, and 
circumstances concerning the alleged mis- 
conduct of Major Siaton were tuily brought 
out, 1 Was painfully torced to the convic- 
tion that the charge was true. This con- 
Viction took hold of me so strongly that I 
could not divest myself of it. 1 telt that 
1 must act as a sworn ofiicer in a judie al 
capacity, and that the interesis of the 
schools must rise above every other consid- 
eration. 1 felt that I could not even give 
Major Slaten, one of my best and warm- 
est friends, the benefit of a doubt. when 
he was on one side, and the interests of the 
public schools of Atlanta were on the oth- 
er. I stated my convictions under the evi- 
dence as presented, and begged the board 
to allow Major Slaton to come before us 
and make a statement concerning the mat- 
‘ter. Ll could not even get a second to my 
motion, and had to vote on the question 
with lights before me, and could not do 
otherwis@ than vote according to my con- 
Victions. I made up my mind quickly, 
without having had time for reflection or 
opportunity for the slightest investigation. 

I have since taken time for very careful 
reflection, and have made some investiga- 
tion, and feel satisfied that my vote did 
Major Slaton an injustice which I am not 
Willing should go uncorrected. I write this 
without any soiicitation or suggestion from 
Major Slaton or any one else, and entirely 
on my own motion. If I do a man an in- 
justice, and inflict upon him a wrong, I 
cannot rest satisfied until I have corrected 
it. I now state, as the result of careful 
thought and mature deliberation, and after 
receiving additional light, which came of 
my own seeking and at no one’s suggestion, 
that I now believe with a firm conviction 
that he had no improper motive in anything 
he may have done, and that the young 
lady, in her agitation at a rébuke that had 
just been administered to her by Major 
Slaton, in rather severe terms, for not 
keeping proper order in her class, mistook 
some action or movement on the part of 
Major Slaton, prompted doubtless by his 
kindness of heart because of her agitation 
and sobs. which had been produced by his 
manner in administering the rebuke for a 
great deal more than was intended. 

I am informed that the young lady is of 
the highest character, and of a very sensi- 
tive and high strung nature, and have no 
doubt she was greatly agitated at what 
Major Slaton had said to her, and that 
whatever he did or whatever movement he 
made at the time was totally misunderstood 
by her, and greatly distorted, as would have 
been very natural under the circumstances. 
I could not doubt the integrity and veraci- 
ty of the young lady, but any one is liable 
to grossly m' ‘sinterpret and misunderstand 
anything that may be sa‘d or done to them 
while they are under great agitation. 

T have always considered the character 
of Major Slaton as ahove reproach and it 
rejoices me very much to be able to state 
to the people of Atlanta that he stands as 
high in my estimation now as he ever did. 

Te those who know me I need not add 
that I have no motive whatever in w riting 
this communication except an act of jus- 
tice. If my conviction had remained un- 
changed. T would have stnod bv jt ta the 
last extreme.
